Today there are thousands in this 
town that have not eaten 
meat 
of 
any kind for many months. 
It’s too 
expensive: even horse meat is be­ 
yond the purse of any except the 
well-to-do. 
Vienna is a city of about 2,000,- 
000 cut off from the food 
of 
the 
surrounding Austrian provinces be­ 
cause the Austrian money is value­ 
less. Why should a fanner sell his 
scanty stocks of eggs and grain for 
paper currency that is worthless. It 
will not buy wann clothing, hosiery 
and so forth, except for outrageous 
prices. Today an outfit of clothing 
for an ordinary family costs 30,000 
kronen. At the nominal value of the 
kronen, that means $ 6,000 in Ameri­ 
can money. 
Nobody but the ultra-rich can live 
in ordinary comfort in Vienna. The 
professional people— doctors, 
law­ 
yers, musicians, are worse off than 
the day laborers, because 
salaries 
hav* not advanced in keeping with 
the advance of wages. 
Literally, Vienna is dying rapid­ 
ly. Onoe a nourishing industrial city 
—largest in the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy—it is today a 
town 
of 
smokeless chimneys 
and 
stunned, 
starving people. 
The cost of living for a family of 
four, as worked out in a careful es­ 
timate, shows 5,000 kronen as the

I was out of work for 
eighteen mouths; my wife and child- 
ren were famished. Nearly all in my 
3ittle home had been sold'; rent was

arrear.' The Germans 


offered "me regular work on muni- 
tions in Germany, and an allowance 
and protection for ray wife and far 
mily. I took their, offer, for the sake 
of my dear, ones. Today the village 
shuns me as,'a traitor"! 


That is one case in, say, a hund- 


red. The bulk of the Belgian trait- 
ors who helped the Germans during 
the occupation did so either from 
pure stupidity or from political mo- 
tives.
